The indictment charges Upton and his two 
alleged fellow conspirators with representing 
the institute to be one conducted by skilled 
specialists in men’s diseases, when. where- 
as, in truth and in fact, the Institute was not 
a reliable concern, but was, conducted solely 
for the unlawful, fraudulent, and felonious 
purpose of inducing persons to part with their 
money and property to said conspirators, 
without giving anything of value in return 
therefor.” 

Arrested in Chicago Office. 

Upton was arrested in his office by Deputy 
Marshal Charles Schrimple on a warrant 
issued by United States Commissioner Lewis 
F. Mason. He was taken to the federal build- 
ing and gave bond before the commissioner. 
The bond was fixed at $2.000, signed by Al- 
phonse Russell and Charles H. Touzalin, 
president of the Touzalin Advertising agency. 
Assistant District Attorney Peter P. Mindak 
represented the government in the proceed- 
ings. The hearing to determine the question 
of Upton’s removal to Omaha for trial will 
be held next Saturday. 

Upton several years ago was manager for 
Dr. Sweeny. He said he had tried to dispose 
of his interest in the Omaha concern. but 
had been unsuccessful. Technically he is 
charged with conspiracy to violate section

James Gleason, general superintendent of 
pohee, sent out his first sweeping change 
order in the police department last night. 
More than 400 patrolmen and plain clothes 
men Were promoted from the ranks to the 
position of second class detective sergeant. 
The promotions and transfers take effect to- 
morrow morning at 7 o'clock. 

The changes came in general order No. 
3.“ which was made public late in the after - 
noon, following a conference between the 
new chief and all of his commanding officers. 
The promoted policemen are those who re- 
cently passed the examination for “Second 
class detective sergeants. 

Although twenty-one new men were pro- 
moted and sent to the detective bureau, only 
three were transferred from there to other 
stations. The chahges expected at the bu- 
reau were not forthcoming, but it is believed 
that another order will be made soon trans- 
ferring to other stations all men not eligible 
under the reorganization: ordinance. 


Schuettler’s Men Shifted. 

All ten of the men who were promoted from 
the ce of Second Deputy Schuettler were 
transferred to other stations. 

“ You all know the attitude of the adminis- 
tration with regard to Vice.“ said the new 
hief at thé conference with his officers. “I 
hope it will not be necessary for me to call 
your attention to any violations in the fu- 
ture.

The two girls sailed from New York by the

a passenger on the ship, and after making 
inguiries decided the place to which the girls

Pindell Nomination for Rus- 
sian Embassy May Go to 
| Senate Tomorrow. 


Peoria Man, However, Says He 
Didn’t Receive It and Lost 
No Documents. 


Senator J. Ham Lewis, whose anonymous 
correspondence a year ago to a Chicago 
paper calling attention to the peculiar quali- 
fications of Col. Lewis for a foreign embassy 
rose from the grave during his campaign for 
the senatorship last spring, show.d a few 
signs of distress yesterday over the publica- 
tion of another letter alleged to have been 
written by him. 

The latest embarrassing correspondence 
was in the form of a letter alleged to have 
been written to Henry M. Pindell, editor of 
the Peoria Journal, offering Mr. Pindell the 
ambassadorship to Russia on condition Mr.

‘Election Commissioners Also 
Want County to Pay Over 
$500,000 for Next Year.

An appropriation of $796,786 was asked for 
yesterday as the city’s share of the expenses 
of the board of election commissioners for 
1914. The request was made in a communi- 
cation to City Controller Traeger from Chief 
Clerk William H. Stuart of the élection board. 

The estimate is an increase of $305,076 over 
1912, exclusive of the voting machine appro- 
briation that year. Chief Clerk Stuart says 
this necessary increase is = to the ad- 
ditional expense entailed by new law re- 
quiring a registration, canvass, and re- 
vision before each primary élection and the 
law granting suffrage to Women. 

The new primary regulations add to the 
estimate about $100,000, according to the 
communication, and the woman's suffrage 


law about $200,000, The comparison with | 


1912 is made because in that year there were 
two elections, as there will be next year. 


County Asked for $500,000. 

In addition to the amount asked for from 
the city treasury the county will be asked 
to pay about $500,000, making a total of $1,- 
300,000 as the estimated .cost to the tax- 
payers of next year’s elections. Under the 
law the county is required to ume the ex- 
penses of judges and clerks and ballots at the 
fall election. No request is made for a vot- 
ing machine payment. 

“We are not going to ask the city council 
to make an appropriation until the question 
of the validity of the voting machine contract 
is settled by the courts, said Mr. Stuart. 

In estimating the effect of the woman's 
suffrage law the board has assumed 50 per 
cent more precincts will be required to take 
care of the expected heavy increase in vot- 
ers. An item of $10,000 has beeh included 
for the purchase of 2,000 new ballot boxes 
for women. 


Letter Gives Reasons,

ADJUDGED HIM FUGITIVE. 


] Application for Writ of Habeas 


Corpus Transfers Case to 
U. S. Courts, 


Concord, N. H., Nov. 8 Gov. Felker today 
‘honored the requisition ot the state of New 
York for the extradition of Harry K. Thaw. 
The case is now transferred automatically to 
the federal courts, where a writ of habeas 
corpus on behalf of Thaw is Pending. 

‘The governor based his decision on the in- 


county which.charged him with conspiracy 
to escape from the insane asylum at Mattea- 
wan, N. T., to which he was committed after 
his second trial for the killing of Stanford 
White. - 

‘Thaw made his sensational flight on Aug. 
17, and a few days later was arrested near 
Coaticook, Canada. 

Thaw's attorneys announced that they 
would immediately file an amendment to 
their petition for a writ of habeas corpus. 


Change in Application Necessary. 

Application for the writ was made soon 
after Thaw was arrested in this state, follow- 
ing his deportation trom Canada. The orig · 
inal petition was based on the allegation 
that Thaw was-indicted for conspiracy by 
the Dutchess county. grand jury, and it was 
suspended pending the governor's decision 
upon the matter of extradition. 

Because the extradition has new been 
granted on the strength of the New York 
county indictment, it will be necessary tc 
amend the petition accordingly. 

Thaw was not present when Gov. Felker an- 
nounced his decision to the attorneys repre- 
senting the fugitive and the state of New 
| York at the capitol. He will remain here in 
the custody of United States Marshal Nute 
and Sheriff Drew pending the federal pro- 
ceedings. 

Gov. Felker Holds Thaw Fugitive. 

In granting the extradition, Gov. Felker 
said in part: 

By the petition of Gov. Glynn and the 
accompanying papers, it appears that the 
grand inquest of the county of New York 
has duly returned into open court an indict- 
ment against Mr. Thaw. That is sufficient 
to warrant the arrest, arraignment, and trial 
of the respondent, if he may be found within 
the state wherein the indictment is pending. 

It is furthermore syfficient to establish 

that Mr. Thaw is—if found in any state or 
country while such indiciment is pending—a 
fugitive from justice.“ 
At a conference of counsel following the 
decision it was agreed that the status quo 
should continue for a week, Thaw remaining 
here in his present custody, during which 
time his counsel will prepare the papers for 
the procedure in the United States court.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—There will be 
consternation along the Rialto when it be- 
comes known that the box office will have 
to withhold the income tax on actors’ con- 
tracts excecding 83.000 annually. This is 
the interpretation placed on the new income 
law by treasury department officials in re- 
sponse to inquires ffom theatrical managers. 

In the case of vaudeville performers, how- 
ever, the proceedings will be altered. Their 
salaries are paid weekly by different man- 
agers and the performers themselves will 
have to make personal returns if liable for 
the tax. 

The actor does not come within the pro- 
vision of the law which allows certain pro- 
fessional persons who cannot determine their 
incomes for a stipulated period and who re- 
ceive their revenues from different sources 
in various amounts to make personal re-

Auditor Brady .Ascribes Policy 
to Campaign Started by

ed their affairs and have come within the re- 
quirements for examination and publicity of 
the state banking law since Feb. 1. This is 
the report made by State Auditor James J. 


Mr. Brady e@scribes the policy, which fe a 
record breaking proposition, to the vempaign 


legislature for proper control of private 
banks, a campaign which was defeated, it is 
generally believed, by the tactics of the per- 
ennial lobby maintaine by private bankers 
who do not want state regulation. 

“Our record shows that there were forty- 
nine banks chartered under the state bank- 
ing act since I assumed office, Feb. 1.“ said 
Auditor Brady. Ot these seven were in 
Chicago and forty-two downstate. Of these 
forty-nine ¢harters twenty-nine went to 
banks which formerly had been conducted as 
private concerns.” 

Men in touch with state financial affairs 
considered this record and suggested that the 
natural result will be a victory, comiparative- 
ly easy to secure, for a private bank regula- 
tory law at the next regular session of the 
general assembly.

tions, according to the London Times. ‘The increase now is at an average 
rate of about $100,000,000 a year, almost doubling the total returns within 
The general development of trade and industry is to a great 
extent responsible for introducing the desirable element of stability; the influ- 
ence of the agrarian reforms initiated by M. Stolypin and continued with 
unabated vigor by M. Kokovtsov and M. Krivoshein is only beginning to make 
itself felt. As time goes on and the number of small farms increases this influ- 
ence will lend itself in a marked measure to a further consolidation of Russian 
Railway building in Russia proceeds at a pace which is 
relatively slower than that of twenty or thirty years ago, a circumstance that 
adversely influences the development of the country, especially in view of the 
fact that the actual extent of the Russian railway system is far behind the 
In 1879 the total length of the railways was 13,800 
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miles. Since then the growth of the railway system may be given in ten year

LONDON, Oct. 30.— Emigration from Japan 
to South America continues steadily, chiefly 
to Brazil, although a fair number are going 
to Peru. 

The Nippon Yusen Kaisha steamer Wakasa 
Maru has recently returned to Japan, after 
taking 1,500 emigrants to Santos. Her voy- 


age from Japan to Brazil took a little over 


seven weeks, and no fewer than fifteen babies 
were born on the voyage, and these, as well 
as all the other passengers, were landed in 
good health. 

On arrival excellent arrangements for the 
immigrants had been made, and their wel- 
come was such that eighteen of the Wakasa's 
crew deserted. 

Another emigrant ship is shortly sailing 
from Kobe with, among other passengers, 800 
agricultural laborers from Kyushu. As these 
are used to a tropical summer they should do 
very well in their new home. 


Newspapers Stimulate Emigration. 

From the official returns it is of interest to 
note that it is stated that applications for 
passports to emigrate always greatly in- 


crease after an article on South America 18— 


published in one of the newspapers which 
has a large circulation. 

Newspapers penetrate to every corner of 
Japan and are universally read, even the coal 
miner and agricultural laborer having one 
left at his house daily, and in their hours of 
rest they are seen lying on the matting in 
their homes reading the news out loud to 
themselves in a droning singsong voice. 

It would seem to be well worth while for 
those South American states which require 
immigrants to make use of this official state- 
ment of the Tokyo prefecture and make ar- 
rangements to publish articles on their coun- 
tries, work, and so on, in the local Japanese 
papers. The various steamship and emigra- 
tion societies would willingly help in trans- 
lating any material and arranging for pub- 
lication. 


Pictures Appeal to the Japs, 

From personal observation among the acri- 
cultural laborers in the southern island of 
Japan interest is immensely stimulated if 
illustrations can be added. Pictures of 
soenery, of crops, woods, and, above all, of the 
many curious animals Hving in South Amer- 
lea are eagerly looked at and form toplos of 
conversation in all the villages for weeks, 
stimulate the idea of emigrating, and obtain 


trouble, results can be obtained on which 
other countries spend enormous sums It is: 
not thought in Japan that very many of the 
immigrants will stay in South America, but 
as soon as they have saved up some money 
they will return.

Sydney Adamson, Scottish Paint- 
er, Opens Attractive Exhibition 
in Boulevard des Capucines, 


PARIS, Oct. 30—Mr. Sydney Adamson, 
a Scottish artist, who has been a wanderer 
in many lands, opened yesterday an exhibi- 
tion of his works at Messrs. Arthur Tooth & 
Sorfs’ gallery, 41 Boulevard des Capucines. 
Mr. Adamson is enamored of the color and 
fantasy of the east, and among his most 
successful works are moonlight effects and 
sunshine pictures at Tangier, Fez, Algeciras, | 
Constantinople, Eyoub, beloved of Pierre 
Loti, and other picturesque oriental cities. 

It is, indeed, as an orientalist that this ar- 
tist makes his greatest appeal; and, while 
the witchery of color, the splendor and 
warmth of the orient are apparent to all in 
his work, only those who have some knowl- 
edge of the east can appreciate how skillfully 
he has caught the spirit and the character 
of the scenes of native life—the streets of 
the Casbah, the markets, fetes, café life, and 
the veiled women. 


Conveys Subtle Spirit of East, 

* L’ Ame de Fez ’’—which might equally well 
be called the sphinx ’’—is one of those pic- 
tures which catch wonderfully the subtle and 
uncommunicable spirit of the east, apart 
from its high artistic merit. On a terrace 
overlooking the roofs and domes of the Mo- 
roccan capital lies dreaming, catlike, a beau- 
tiful Moorish woman, whose clear cut face 
stands out against the tawny background;

CAN FLOWERS FEEL PAIN? 


French Physiologists Say Yes and 
Report the Result of Interest- 
ing Experiments. 


PARIS, Nov. 8.—Can flowers feel pain? 
This is a question to which French physiolo- 
gists are giving much attention at the pres- 
ent time. 

M L. Chassaigne believes that they can 
and do. His opinion is based on interesting 
experiments. Taking a mimosa plant, he 
exposed it to the action of heat. The leaves 
writhed as if in pain. A simple mechanical 
effect, say the skeptics; a proof of sensi- 
bility, says M. Chassaigne, since it does 
not take place if the mimosa be anesthetized. 
If the vase containing the mimosa is placed 
in a glass globe with a piece of cotton im- 
pregnated with chloroform or any other vola- 
tile anesthetic for half an hour, the foliage 
becomes wilted and the plant has all the 
appearances of being in a deep sleep. If it 
be now subjected to the action of heat it re- | 
mains unaffected. The plant no longer gut- 
fers. 

M. Chassaigne has repeated the same ex- 
periment with many different kinds of plants 
but always with the same result. “It is 
maintained,” he says, that plants do not 
euffer pain because they have no nerves, | =

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TABOO ON POST CARDS. 


British Postmaster General Re- 
ports Decrease in the Annual 
Number to Be Delivered. 


The E Cimes: 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—No one will be much 
surprised to learn that the post card is fall- 
ing out of favor in England. At its introduc- 
tion it did not meet with immediate popu- 
larity, and some years passed before it 
ranked wtih the letter as an approved method 
of communication. Then came the picture 


postcard and rapidly filled the postman's | 


bag and the pockets of enterprising photog- 
raphers. 

That period of prosperity, according to the 
recently issued report of the postmaster gen- 
eral, seems now to be on the wane. ‘ For 


the first time for many years,” says the offi- 


cial account, there has been an actual de- 
crease in the number of postcards delivered 
compared with the previous year.” 

Even so, the number is still higher than it 
was two years ago. But the decline has 
begun, and is likely for a number of reasons 
to continue. 


Knocked Out by the Phone. 

Undoubtedly a most formidable enemy of 
the post card is the telephone. Subecribers 
to the telephone find-—on those still too in- 
frequent days when fortuneand the operators 
smile on their efforts—that an ordinary mes- 
sage ig more quickly and simply delivered by 
wire than by post. For messages of impor- 
tance the post card is too slow; where they 
are unimportant the ordinary person will not 
take the troubleto write when another means 
ls at hand. Also the post card limits the cor- 
respondent. Its weakest point will always be 
its lack of privacy. We like to feel, whatever 
we write, that we are writing for the eyé of 
one and not for a number of persons. The 
law of libel, in demonstrating that this is not 
the case where a post card is used, dealt it 3 
severe blow. The result has been that the“ 
correspondence card in an envelope, » 
hybrid between a letter and a post card, grows 
daily in favor with the busy or the idle cor- 
respondent. 


Typewriter Another Enemy. 

Another enemy of the post card is the type- 
writer, which has made the dictated letter 
a reality and even a necessity. The type- 
writer does ‘not lend itself willingly to the 
post card, which the business houses and 
other institutions have banished accord- 
ingly. For all these reasons, perhaps, the 
post card, once the refuge and strength of 
the bad letter writer, is beginning to suffer 
an eclipse. 

Yet none of these seriously affects the pic- 
ture card, which forms such a large propor- 
tion of the postal deliveries. The picture 
card is not, as a rule, sent primarily for the 
conveyance of news, but for the interest— 
we will not say the beauty—of the picture.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


Constantine von Moltke, Visiting 
United States, Says the Father- 
land Is in Need of a Mrs. Pank- 
hurst to Rouse Selfish Men.

New York, Nov. 8.—[Special.}—A Mrs. Em- 
meline Pankhurst is Germany's pressing 
need. That is the view of Baron Constan- 
tine von Moltke, a member of the famous 
German family, who is visiting the United 
States. 

“I am sorry we have not a Mrs. Pank- 
hurst in Germany to arouse the minds of 
selfish German men,” said the baron. We 
need women like Mrs. Pankhurst. At the 
present time, however, if she went there 
she would speak to an empty house. 

She is needed also to educate German 
women. There is with us only a small cir- 
cle of women who feel that they have not 
their proper position in political life, the 
place which is due them. As long as this 
circle does not grow stronger, there is no 
hope to advance the cause of women’s rights. 


Advocates Votes for Women. 

“We men are too selfish to give the suf - 
fragiats voluntarily what they want. Per- 
haps this indifference of the German women 
in general toward the suffrage cause proves 
that they are not far enough advanced for it. 

“* Personally I am an advocate of votes for 
women. Conditions in Germany will never 
become better, I'm afraid, until women can 
vote and take an active part in the govern- 
ment.“ 

What does the emperor think about wom- 
en’s rights? It has been stated here that ; 
he disapproves of the whole movement. 

“I have had no occasion to talk about 
this question with the German emperor, 
and I only know that he esteems highly 
the woman who is a good housewife.’”’ 


Drinks Kaiser’s Health in Water. 

Remembering the stir made by Baron von 
Moltke six years ago, when he drank the 
kaiser’s health in cold water, the interviewer 
inquired about the incident. 

“Some yearg ago,“ replied the baron, 
“when the kaiser did not give to the alco- 
hol question quite the attention he does 
today, I was invited, with a few other 
guests, to the imperial yacht Hohensollern. 
I was drinking water at the table. When 
his majesty honored me by drinking to my 
health out of a glass of wine, I replied to 
his courtesy by taking some of my water. 

Ast the time and afterward my act 
created a great sensation and was regarded 
as very daring. But the Kaiser did not 
take it at all amiss.

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MASTERY OF BATON 
IS RARE TALENT. 


Successful Orchestra Conductor 
Must Be Musician, Thinker, 
Personality, and Man of Action, 
with the Genius for Gesture. 


LONDON, Oct. 30.—A conductor, unlike a 
poet, must be made as well as born; and he 
is a much rarer phenomenon because, before 
anything can be made of him as a conductor, 
he must be a poet and several other things as 
well—a musician, a thinker, a personality, 4 


man of action, endowed, in addition, with 
complete control of certain muscles. 

To the outward eye nothing could appear 
simpler than to get up and beat time for a 
body of players or singers; no task, on the 
ether hand, offers so many pitfalls or is such 
@ tax on the mind of the performer. 

All musicians must realize this; and yet 
there is no organized effort made in our 
Schools and colleges of music to teach con- 
ducting as a practical and difficult branch of 
musical technique. Young musicians of suc- 
ceasive generations are left to flounder by 
themselves, picking up what they can by 
imitating others and profiting, at great wast 
of valuable time, by their own frequent mis- 
takes. 


From Spohr to Wagner. 

The orchestra and the chorus are in a sense 
the youngest of all instruments, as being the 
last on which we have learnt to play. The 
eustom of time beating was known as early 
as the fifteenth century. and probably earlier; 
but it was simply intended to maintain unan- 
unity and strict rhythm. 

Bach used to lead his musicians from the 
organ stool and the fashion of directing 
orchestral performances from the harpsi- 
chord prevailed until the close of the eight- 
eenth century. A conductor, who played no 
instrument but devoted his energies to direct- 
ing forces, then became fashionable; and 
the spread rapidly over the continent, 
though it did not reach England till the year 
1820, when Spohr created a sensation in Lon- 
don by appearing in public with a baton. 

Conducting now became the regular thing, 
though at first it was strictly rhythmical on 
the old stiff lines, and admitted no latitude in 
the matter of interpretation. 


Inflexible Beat of Harly Master. 

Habeneck, one of the earliest conductors of 
repute, was noted for the rigid inflexibility 
of his beat; and the general state of things at 
the time may be imagined from a comment 
of Berlioz that Habeneck habitually con- 
ducted from a first violin part, instead of a 
full score. 

Weber, a few years later, held much more 
liberal views, and considered frequent modi- 
fications of tempo indispensable. In the 
course of time came Mendelssohn, and the 
rise of the so-called elegant school of 
conductors, who made it a rule to play ever : 
thing too fast, skipping as quickly as possible 
over the more difficult passages in order that 
their effect might be the less noticed. 

This in its turn was superseded by the 
“ temperamental ’’ school founded by Wag- 
ner, with the aid of his disciples, Bulow, 
Richter, and Levi 

The whole matter was now put on a new 


basis. It was at last realized that the func- 
tion of the conductor was actually to play 
upon his forces as if they were one instru- 
ment; and amongst the many new possi- 
bilities now opened up to him was that of 
being able to give his own personal interpre- 
tation of the music instead of a purely metro- 
nomic performance. From the beginnings of 
this school it is but a short step to the modern 
virtuoso conductor of today. 

The new principles laid down at Bayreuth 
were, of course, liable to abuse; and that 
abuses were not slow to creep in can be seen 
from the caustic comments of Bülow's later 
mdnnerisms made by Weingartner in his 


' monograph, “ Uber das Dirigieren.“ 


The school of tempo rubato conductor, 


as their opponents called them, developed : 


rapidly, and is to be seen in its fullest devel- 


' opment at the present day, when, as the 


writer in Groves “Dictionary” says, 
every pettifogging bandmaster must have 


his ‘ reading’ of the great masterpieces.” 


Classical Concert Intricacies. 


Classical concerts have now developed into 


a kind of game of touch wood between 
the conductor and the audience, in which the 
former is safe if he can only skip from 
point to point of the classics, cheating his 
pursuers at the last moment by landing on 
entirely unexpected ground. 
effect: 
such and such a symphony sound quite dif- 
ferent from anything you ever heard before. 
Your business is to see if you can recognize 
it when I have done with it.“

Some of the most famous conductors, 


whose readings are obviously the fruit of 
deep consideration and real understanding, 
are often so carried away by the desire to 
present a work in a fresh light as to distort 
all the tempi in defiance of the composer's 
express directions, and to play such havoc 
with the phrasing and the dynamic values 
as to make the whole sound completely un- 
recognizable. 


Details are often so underscored in the ef- 


fort to bring hidden beauties to the surface 
that the architecture of the whole is obacured 
and all sense of line and proportion lost. 


Temperament and Personality. 
Not all the great conductors have their 


logical sense obscured by the desire to be 
original, But some of the greatest are ex- 
cessively “ temperamental,” and, thanks to 
their strong personalities, they are the first 
to be adopted as models by budding con- 
ductors, who are forced to learn most of their 
business by imitation. 


Much can be learned by watching the ges- 


tures of a great conductor; but the greater 
he is the more sparing of gesture he gen- 
erally becomes, and consequently the harder 
to understand for all except those who are 
actually playing under him at the time. 


A point is finally reached at which imita- 


tion becomes impossible, because there is 
scarcely anything external to imitate, and if 
any further progress is to be made it will be 
necessary to investigate the whole tech- 
nique of conducting from the very begin- 
ning, and to master it from the inside instead 
of from the outside. 


Main Factors in Conducting. 
The main factors that go to make up the 


technique of conducting may be summarized 
as follows: 
knowledge of the orchestra and ite congtitu- 
ents, coupled with the power to assimilate and 
memorize the contents of a score. 


First, and simplest, a thorough 


Second, a sure sense of rhythm, line, phras- 


ing. and tone value, added to the power of 
seeing a work both as a complete whole and 
in detail. 


Third, an exhaustive knowledge of the art 


of gesture and perfect control of the muscles

The many other qualifications, 
euch as personality, capacity for leadership, 
accuracy, and patience, need not be enumer- 
ated here, as their necessity is self-evident. 

The first requisite, familiarity with orches, 
tras and knowledge of scores, can be learnt 
by anybody from text books and by listening; 
and any one who is going to be a conductor 
must possess both qualifications as 8 matter 
of course. 

But the second and third factors, though 
of vital importance, are not usually treated 
as if they were in any way a necessary part 
of the young conductor's equipment; and yet 
without them he can do nothing, however 


‘great his other natural gifts may be. 


The Importance of Gestures. 

He must have a highly developed sense of 
rhythm, design, and tone color; and if he la to 
superimpose his thoughts on the minds of his 
players, he must have 80 exact @ control of 
the muscles of his arms that he can indicate 
exactly what he wants with the minimum 
waste of energy and the maximum amount of 
clearness. 

The fullest understanding of the orchestra 
is of no use if the conductor hag no architect- 
ural sense; and the highest qualities of mind 
go for nothing if he cannot translate his 
ideas successfully into gesture.

WENDELL PHILLIPS MEN HURT 


Injuries to Koehler and Davis, 
Star Players, Serious Handi- 
cap to Black and Red Team.

Wendell Phillips and Hyde Park, finalists 
for the Chicago High School Football league 
championship, failed to settle their little 
controversy on Stagg field yesterday. Play- 
ing the most bitterly fought contest of the 
„ prep season, the rival south siders, after 
an hour of struggling, ended the game 7 to 7. 

Hyde Park missed victory by only two feet. 
If Holstrom’s drop kick near the close of 
the combat had followed the course of its 
intent H. P. would have been proclaimed 
the new champion. On the other hand, Wen- 
dell Phillips followers are as certain that if 
Koehler and Davis had not been injured 
their school would have grabbed the annual 
banner. 

Koehler, regarded by many as the most 
brilliant line plunging and offensive full 
back in the county, was removed from the 
scenery after the sixth play. On Wendell 
Phillips’ second attempt to gain Koehler shot 
through the line like a streak, gaining seven 
yards. From under a mass of tangled legs 
and arms Koehler could be seen writhing 
in pain. 

Injury Retires Koehler. 


Time was called, but after two ‘minutes’ 
delay it was found that Koehler was in no 


condition to play. He begged to remain in 


the contest, but as he was unable to stand 
he was forcibly removed to the sidelines. 
Wendell Phillips groaned. Even the team 
showed the disheartening effect over the loss 
of its star ground gainer. This was only 
momentarily. 

In the second quarter when Left Half Davis 
met with a similar injury, all hopes of victory 
vanished. With two of its best offensive men 
sitting on the side lines, Wendell Phillips was 
indeed disconsolate. When Koehler saw his 
teammate brought to the bench he shook off 
two trainers who were attending his injuries. 
They ran after him, then ordered him into the 
gymnasium. : 

One of the peculiar features of the contest 
was the fact that each team gained 187 yards 
on straight football.. Honors were equally 
divided in the four quarters. Wendell Phillips 
helped its total by two long runs, one for 
thirty-seven and another for forty-seven 
yards. Hyde Park gained consistently. never 
making a gain of over twenty yards. Wendell 
Phillips showed weakest in the third quarter, 
when it made only six yards, but was more 
aggressive in the second, with seventy-three 
and in the fourth with sixty-eight yards. 


Annan a Bright Star. 

Without Annan and Holstrom on offense 
and Hawk on defense, Hyde Park probably 
would have gone down to defeat. Annan 
played the more spectacular ground gaining 
game. His off tackle drives and short end 
runs were beautiful to look upon. Although 
much of the ground he gained was wasted 
as the result showed, it was his dive right 
off tackle that netted Hyde Park its only 
touchdown. Later he performed with amaz- 
ing brilliancy, but all his work went for 
nought. 

Paired with Annan as a ground gainer was 
Capt. Holstrom, who likewise forced W. P. to 
retreat at times. His goal from totichdown 
gave Hyde Park the necessary point to tie. 
Twice he attempted to negotiate drop kicks. 

Hawk at left tackle was a thorn in W. P.“ 
side. Everything that was attempted on his 
side of the line met with stern opposition and 
after failing to gain any distance through 
Hawk's territory the rival south siders tried 
the other side of the attack with more suc- 
cess. Pursell probably rivaled the Hyde 
Park player in the tackling game. Playinga 
secondary defense the youngster was every- 
where and time after time stopped H. P. plays 
before they were under way.

PROPOSES SERIES 
FOR MINOR CLUBS 


ee Favots Clashes 
Between A. A. and Inter- 
national Teams. 


WOULD SHORTEN SEASON. 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

Club owners of the American association 
have received from President Chivington a 
letter containing the suggestion that the 
regular playing seasons of the American as- 
sociation and International league be cur 
tailed and that all clubs of the two leagues 
meet in a post-season series following their 
regular schedules. -. 

The matter also has been presented to the 
International league magnates by President 
Barrow. It is likely there will be an informal 
discussion of the subject when the repre- 
sentatives of the two leagues gather at the 
annual meeting of minor leagues in Colum- 
bus; begintiing Tuesday. 

While the detalls of the plan, if received 
favorably by the club owners of the two big 


‘class AA organizations, would have to be 
worked out, the scheme in brief is toehérten 


the present season 6f nearly f motiths to 
four or four and one-half months, with & 
schedule of 112:or 126 gains. Phis would-be 
fottowéd by a series of forty-eight games bes 
‘tween clubs of the two league, each club 
playing twenty-four games ‘at: — and 
twenty-four on the road. : 
- Six mane rg, de Games. 

Under this scheme clubs dt the Amer- 
ican association would not play against each 
other after’ the clése of the A. A. regular 
season, but each club would play three games 


‘in each city of the International! league, and 


‘in turn would entertain each club of the In- 
ternational on its home ground in three 
games. 

Those owners of the Ameritan association 
who have been willing to discuss the plan 
have expressed themselves favorably. The 
argument in its favor is that fans are given 
a change of scenery in the closing months 
of the season, when interest is likely to lag 
except for those clubs directly concerned in 


the fight for positions in the first division. 


The introduction of new clubs, new man- 
agers, and new faces from a league of similar 
classification, it is claimed, would prove a 
marked attraction. 

The American association and the Inter- 


national league draw their players from |= 


about the same class of lower leagues, pay 


‘about the same salaries, and in general re- 
ceive about the same prices for players ad- 


vanced to the majors. They are both class 
AA, and theoretically are of equal strength. 
Of course, the American association owners 


think they belong to the stronger organiza- 


tion, but that is a matter of opinion which 
never has been satisfactorily decided. The 
proposed series, therefore, probably would 
teem with league rivalry. 


Think Move Would Succeed, 

There would be only one jump through the 
opposition territory, and thus there would 
not be a great increase in mileage over the 
prevailing schedules. Whether the series 
would: prove a great financial success, of 
course, remains to be seen, but its sponsors 
thing it would. 

If the plan should be adopted the associa- 
tion would reduce its present schedule from 
168 games to either 112 or 126. One hundred 


and twelve games would give each club only 


aixteen games with the other seven clubs in 
the league, eight at home and eight abroad. 
This would make only two swings around 
the circuit on the basis of four games played 
in each series. 

Therefore a schedule of 126 games, if it 
could be worked in, might seem preferable 
because that would allow each club eighteen 
games with every other club, nine at home 
and nine abroad. This would allow a three 
trip schedule of three games for each series. 

Similar to Herrmann Pian. 

The plan is somewhat similar to the idea 
advanced by Garry Herrmann, chairman of 
the national commission, for the major 
leagues several years ago. The Herrmann 
plan does not seem likely to be adopted. how- 
ever,. because of the great interest aroused 
by the world’s series, with which it would 
conflict. 

In the case of the major minors, however, 
they have no established postseason series 
affording profit to the owners and players. 
They have nothing to lose and the fair chance 
of recording a good gain and establishing 
something for the future. As the past season 
was somewhat of a disappointment to a ma- 
jority of the owners, it is possible they will 
be willing to experiment.

RAMA id much to the fore these days, 
getting in its innings before grand 
opera takes the field. The Stratford 
Players, whatever may be their artie- 
tic deficiencies, are socially attractive. 

Many of the promoters and principals of the 
troupe brought letters of introduction te 
prominent Chicago people and have justified 
‘their sponsors by their agreeable personall- 
ties. 

F. R. Benson, their actor-manager, is 4 
member of the well known family of his name 
which has furnished so many men of letters 
and one archbishop to England. The latter 
Was, we understand, an uncle of the F. R. 
Benson in our midst. 

Escorting the players is the chairman of 
the board of managers which administers the 
endowment fund, Archibald Flower. His 
father and uncle founded the memorial the- 
ater in Stratford-on-Avon in 1877. He is 4 
Sort of guardian angel of the troupe, which 
mumbers fifty all told. He shared their tri- 
wmphe in Canada, where they have had a 
series of Shakspeare festivals, and is now re- 
turning to England, where he has a beautiful 
country place near Stratford-on-Avon. His 
great ambition is to bring Shakspeare in 
close touch with the working classes. He 
would rather have the galleries packed than 
the parquet. 

— 

Aims to Glorify Shakspeare. 

The whole enterprise is on a different foot- 
ting from ordinary dramatic organizations. 
Its underlying object is the glorification of 
the Bard of Avon. The theater in Strat- 
ford is endowed to this end. It is a shrine to 
which Shakspeare lovers from all over the 
world make pilgrimages. Rendered in that 
memory laden atmosphere by this troupe 
of earnest, intelligent players Shakspearean 
dramatic performances have much the same 
charm and sémi-religious. flavor that the 
Passion play has at Oberammergau. Either 
transplanted from its own background loses 
a certain measure of caste and meaning. 

Years ago the Saxe-Meiningen troupe in 
Germany—a company heavily endowed By 
the duke of that name—was enabled by rea- 
gon of its endowment to present superior 
drama in a superior manner with great suc- 
cess. Their success was due to two things: 
firstly, they performed the classics extraor- 
dinarily well, their stage settings were su- 
perb; and, secondly, the theatergoing public 
was not so sophisticated in those days, not 
go sated with extraordinary efforts on the 
part of the stage managers and actors. 

Another province of this Stratford troupe 
fs the revival of old English songs and 
@ances. A member of their organization. 
Clyde Sharpe, has traveled all over England 
and visited hundreds of old, old people on 
their farms or in poorhouses and collected 
over 300 of these ancient melodies and dances, 
which had been handed down, unwritten, 
from generation to generation since pagan 
times. These commemorate the various feasts 
of a rural year as the Britons, Saxons, and 
Celts once celebrated them. Mr. Sharpe has 
transcribed the music and words and re- 
corded the figures of the maypole and mor- 
ris dances and through the efforts of this 
Stratford company these are being reintro-. 

duced in rural districts. 

In all this part of the work Mr. Flower, 
who is a fine example of the best type of 
the cultivated Englishman of leisure and 
means, is much inte ested. He has some- 
what the same energetic, forceful personal- 
ity of his cousin, Gen. Sir Robert Baden- 
Powell, head of the Boy Scout movement.

Trinity Church Needs an Endowment. 


RINITY EPISCOPAL CHURCH, at 
Michigan avenue and Twenty-sixth 
street, at one time one of the most fash- 
ionable churches in Chicago, is making 
a last fight for its existence. On ac- 

count of the complete change in the character 
of the residents of the upper south side, the 
church finds itself in a community which is 
unable to support a large church. The Rev. 
John M. McGann, for the last two years pas- 
tor of the church, has announced that unless 
an endowment fund of $200,000 can be raised 
the church will have to pass out of exist- 
ence. So far only $30,000 has been raised. 
The church has A large parish house which 


is used as a neighborhood settlement house. 
There are numerous clubs and societies using 
the building, and the membership is said to 
be the largest in any Protestant church 18 
Chicago. Over 6,000 persona use the parish 
house a month. Ninety per cen of these, 
however, are not connected with the Episco- 
pal church. 

Most of the congregation is made up of stu- 
dents of medical and veterinary colleges and 
their support is uncertain and small. For 
some time a number of north side people, for- 
merly parishioners of Trinity church bave 
maintained their connection with the church 
and have contributed the chief support.

The growth and interest of the Suburban 
Civics and Equal Suffrage club is indicative 
of the general enthusiasm felt by the women 
of the state in their newly acquired political 
privileges.

Use fresh ones from time to time during the process 

and throw them all away at the end. 

Let one rule be unvarying in all makeup: The skin 
must be first rubbed with a pure cold eream before 
any powder, rouge, or liquid paint is applied. 

Theatrical people fully realize the importance of 
this. And it is in a large part due to the constant 
use of a good cream and extreme care in the applica- 
tion of makeup that freshness of complexion is seen so 
often in professional people of mature age. The skin 
is kept soft by the cream and the light massage it re- 
ceives during the process of making up is beneficial. 

The following is a splendid formula for a cream to 
be used before applying makeup, as well as for remov- 
ing it: 

One ounce of spermaceti, one ounce of white wax, 
five ounces of oil of sweet almonds, one and one-half 
ounces of rosewater, twenty grains of powdered borax. 
Dissolve the borax in rosewater while you melt wax 
and spermaceti in a granite pan, over the teakettle or 
in a pan of boiling water. When thoroughly melted 
add the oil of almonds. Let it remain in the boiling 
water until the flakes of wax (caused by pouring in the 
oil) are melted. Then quickly pour rosewater into it. 
letting the mixture still remain in the water until all 
wax flakes are dissolved. Now pour into a jar and 
with a silver knife beat the mixture until it is creamy. 

This is one of the best cold creams that can be ob- 
tained, and will work wonders with the complexion. 
The recipe will make about half a pound of cold cream 
and will cost about 50 cents to be filled. While non- 
greasy creams are often more popular, it is well to 
remember that it is the oils that are in the creams 
that make them helpful in preserving the complexion.

Powder Should Be Fresh. 

Powders have been charged with injuring the skin, 
but they are not guilty to the same degree as paint. 
mn fact, the use of powder is beneficial to some skins 
—those which are naturally greasy and where the 
pores are enlarged.

E ginnings and humble endings, and 

yet, notwithstanding their unostenta- 

tious mode of arrival and departure, 

they swell into grandeur midway, like 

a full drawn note from the throat of a won- 

derful singer.

In the first place, if the room is 
papered the paper must be taken from the 
walls and not a vestige of it left. The picture 
molding must come down, the molding at 
the top of the baseboard also In every crack 
and crevice must be blown or poured exter- 
minators of various sorte—quicksilver and 
white of egg, corrosive subblimate, any de- 
stroyer which you know to be good for the 
purpose Then the crevices must be closed 
either with putty or with varnish or paint. 

The picture molding must be banished 
permanently and you are safer in painting 
or in caicimining the wall than in putting 
paper on it again. Nail another molding 
at the foot of the baseboard if there is any 
space between this and the floor. If you 
have faith in sulphur candles burn those for 
twelve hours in the room, keeping it closaly 
shut up and with paper pasted over the 
cracks around the doors and windows. 

Give all the furniture a thorough over- 
hauling and if the vermin are in the bed or 
bureau banish it permanently and get new. 
It will cost less pain and plague in the end. 

Then when everything is clean keep close 
watch for weeks that the pests do not return 
and renew your vigilance next epring when 
the warm weather comes again.

to a ge flowers with minute detail as to 
each stem, flower, and bud. There is nothing 
haphazard about the arrangement of a Japan- 
ese bowl of flowers. 

The Japanese is not satisfied if the flowers 
are massed in a bowl. They must look as if 
they grew there, and each flower must ex- 
press a definite beauty of color or form. 

- So important has the arranging of flowers 
become in Japan that actual schools of floral 
decoration have been established. Hach 
school ig distinct, each advocates a different 
theory of floral decoration. but each aims at 
beauty and the arrangement of flowers and 
plants. The important scliools are the Ko, 
the Enshiu, the Sekishin, the Hano-no-moto, 
the Ikenobo, and the Rikkwa. Each has its 
strict: rules of decoration. 

- Single flower vases form a distinct part of 
the Japanese method of arranging flowers. 
They are in direct contrast to the American 
flower holders, which are made to hold many 
blossoms, but the advantage, as far as beauty 
goes, is all on the side of the Japanese. The 
single flower is carefully arranged, so its 
beauty. is brought out. No other vase of 
flowers is put near it. With flowers, as with 
pictures, the Japanese prefer one good one.

They both said they did not care how it looked, that 


they never had so much fun and that they lad just fallen 


into it. They both felt rather tired and so they just let 


themselves go, went around the room swinging their arms 


and saying, “I don’t care!” (Apologies to Miss Tan- 
guay.) That was the birth of the Castle walk, a very 
unassuming affair, considering that it turned out tv be the 


dance of the season. -

Full of Spring. - 

There is little to describe about it, but in case you don’t 
know at all what it is, the next time you look into a 
dancing room look for the couple who are simply walking 
around the room as if they did not know where they were 
going and did not etre how soon they got there. These 
people are trying to do the Castle walk, but they have 
forgotten the most important thing—keeping up on their 


toes. The mental attitude must be, I don’t care (a. t. 


M. T.), but the feet mur not be allowed to feel that way, 
for in this dance they’ve got a lot to 0. 
They ‘must not shuffle, for if they do they are going 
back to the old dance they used to do in San Francisco, 
called the fish walk, where the man and the girl hardly 
touched each other, but just shuffled around the room. 
The Castle is full of spring. The position is the same as 
always, only the man’s arm around the waist is a little 
higher than usual, more up under her arms, so that in a 
way be holds her up, or, I might say, keeps her up on 
her toes. His shouders, as the result of this higher grip, 
are raised slightly and he stoops over the girl a little bit. 
Now they're off to the time of, let's say. ..eclinda’s 
Wedding Day,” and it is a wonder for the Castle walk. 
What do they do? Well, it sounds foolish, but really all 
they do is walk to the time of the music—they must keep 
up on their toes. They keep their legs stiffened and their 
arms are held high and swing as they walk. Their shoul- 


ders, too, swing a little bit with each step. But if youm 


keep on your toes and keep your legs stiff and then keep 
time to the music played bright and snappy like, your 
shoulders will take care of themselves: 

Going around the corners is the most fun, and the girl 
goes backwards most of the time in this dance. I don’t 
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ANOTHER CORNER. 


know why, except that the girl is usually more expert in 
keeping her feet from under her partner’s, and the one 
who goes forward is going rather fast and is bending over, 
so therefore he is apt to plant a large but expressive foot 
upon her nice, new, but a little too short for dancing 
slippers. 

Where were we? Oh, yes, roun ing a corner. The man 
handles the girl just as if she were the steering wheel of 
an automobile. With the arm that is about her waist he 
turns her the way he wants her to go and with the other 
arm he makes a sort of movement like an aeroplane warp- 
ing its wings. It is while he be. over that the arm 


goes right up in the air and his partner’s arm goes with 
it (if she is still there). Lots of people do this step and 


keep turning and turning until they are just making 
little circles. The man also should take his turn in going 


backwards and bending to the side making the circle, but 


I find very few men who care about it. It’s too much 


work, and they like the idea of steering the girl around 


best. i 
The variations in this dance are few, because once peo- 
ple start it they don’t want to stop it. It is really such

fun and in such good time that you can keep it up all 
night and not get tired, for it is really not an effort. There 
is, however, one variation that I personally like to do, 
and that is 4 tango step, done to ragtime. It is the step 
I described in my tango article as the four step. The 
couple just swing from the Castle walk position into the 
tango position, that is, with their arms about the waist 
and on the shoulder and the other arms right out in 
front, then just walk four steps ahead and turn directly

and go back the other way as shown in picture No. 4, and 
in this way go all about the room.

Simple If You Start Right. 

A good change is to Castle eight counts and then walk 
along eight counts, then back to the Castle. It makes a 
change if you want it. I can Castle right along until 
the piano man has callouses on his finger tips and the 
drummer is paralyzed and never ask for a change of steps. 
The Castles sometimes go from this walk into a skip. 

You have probably ere this been knocked down by some 
couple who saw them do it in New York and thought it 
looked simple. It is simple if you start right. Just start 
as if you were a kid skipping off to school, only you have 
a girl in your arms that you did not have in the childhood 
days, and if you're a girl you're skipping backwards, 
which would never get you to school, but really that's the 
idea—just act foolish. 

In this skip you go around the corne s the same way 
with the girl bending to the side. When you do all these 
bends or even read about them, one can almost understand 
the anti-corset brigade. 

The success of this childish dance has been wonderful 
and helps to sustain my argument that there is nothing 
low abont this dancing wave. It is ‘ust this: For years 
people who have been led to believe dancing was difficult 
now see people just walking about to the time of music 
and loving it. So they try it and love it, and that's the 
answer. It is not that the new dances are seductive tui 
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FORWARD 
AND THEN

DIRECTLY 


that they are simple that makes them a success. Men 
who have never danced a step often make the most expert 
Castle walkers, for they are naturally stiff, and it is hart 
for a good and graceful dancer to stiffen his legs and be- 
lieve he is doing it right. 

To see a crowd of “ nuts” all mincing around the room 
1s really too funny. Last winter we had a great stunt for 
“yn. Here it is: Get about ten couples in a fairly good 
sized room all doing the Castle walk, and they are bump- 
ing and jostling quite a bit. So here is the scheme—one 
couple starts off and the rest follow the leader; then you 


will see ten couples bending and weaving about the room 


and they do not interfere with each other. 
I ntroduced the Castle walk to Carlsoad last summer, 


‘and to see those Germans and Austriaus trying to guide 


about and bend around corners—some 200 pound beauty 
(e ver there you can weigh that and still be a beauty) 
was something to write home about, believe me. But the 
lovely part of it all is that in this dance, whether you are 
good or bad, you enjoy it just the same, because the best 
Castlers look funny.

(he teaches tango one step and hesitation waltz) the big 
demand was for lessons in the Castle walk, and I think 
he was rather sorry he started it before the year was over, 
as he rarely got to dance anything else.

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HISTORY OF THE MINIATURE. 

Phoebe Johnson, the first “ Lady of 
the Miniature,” born in Atlanta in 
1845. 

Had her miniature painted by 
Clement Dumont in 1864. 

Gave miniature to Bertha Harmon 
and left Atlanta when it was taken 
by Sherman in 1864. 

Married to Phillip Stuart in Tene 


messee in 1866. 
Martha Johnson Stuart, born in 


1867: 

Martha marries Stephen E. Evans 
im 18590. 

Phoebe Johnson Evans, the second 
% Lady of the Miniature,” born in 


1892. 

Bertha Harmon, who has received 
the miniature, marries Alexander 
Rogers in 1865. 

Gives the miniature to her grand- 
son in 1898. 

Frank John Rogers falls in love 
with the miniature and marrics 
Pheebe Johnson Evans, the second 
“Lady of the Miniature,” in 1913. 


HIS is a romance of the old south and 
the new. Its beginnings were back in 
the days before de wa', but its end 
was a marriage in 1913 in the new 

south of today. 

A tiny, hand painted miniature is the real 
basis of this romance, which is far more like a 
romance out of fiction than out of real life. 
This miniature, an echo of other days, is the 
cause of the recent courtship and its still more 
recent happy ending. 88 

The miniature was painted in Atlanta, Ga., 
in 1864. It was painted in July, just two 
months before Atlanta was taken by Sherman. 
Forty-nine years later it was the cause of a 
wedding. | 

In 1864 Phebe Johnson of Atlanta was 19 


years old. Pretty, popular, full of life, with a 


disposition that even war could not make sad, 
she viewed the events of the period with great 
calm. Georgia had already seceded, and at 
Atlanta were huge factories where things need- 
ed for the soldiers could be made. Atlanta was 
strongly fortified and full of young, enthusias- 
tic soldiers. . 

Clement Dumont was one of the soldiers sta- 
tioned at Atlanta. He had studied art abroad 
and was far more interested in the painting of 
miniatures than in war. He met Miss Phebe 
at the factory where shirts for the soldiers 
were being made. They smiled. It was only 
a step, for Clement was bold, before he had 
asked if he might paint her picture. And 
Phebe, knowing full well that the picture, if 
it were a good one, would be fair, and, liking 
the young soldier, consented. And that is how 
the miniature sprang into being. 

Poor Clement Dumont! Active fighting kept 
him from pursuing his chosen art. The lovely 
miniature he painted of Phebe Johnson was 
perhaps the last one he ever did. He fell in 
battle a few months later. Only a few of his 
miniatures are still in existence.

Found in Old Box of Treasures. 

On Sept. 2 Sherman took Atlanta. The 
machine shops were burned, the factories de- 
stroyed, and many brave soldiers in both 
armies perished. Every one was made to leave 
Atlanta. Phebe Johnson, in the excitement 
and the horror of leaving, gave away many of 
her precious possessions as keepsakes. She 
gave to her best friend, Bertha Harmon, the 
miniature of herself. 
moved west and later south. It was impossi- 
ble to keep up a correspondence in those days. 
The Harmons moved west, too, but the two 
friends, Phebe and Bertha, never heard of 
each other again. Only the miniature remained 
as one of Bertha Harmon's chiefest treasures. 

Time passed. It was the year 1898. A lit- 
tle boy of 10 was looking over an old box of 
treasures. Presently he came across a tiny,’ 
hand painted miniature of a style of years ago. 
He saw a sweet face surrounded by soft brown 
hair and a pair of half sad, half laughing 
brown eyes. He ran with the pieture to his 
grandmother. 

“ Who is this beautiful lady?” he asked. It 
gays just ‘Phebe’ on the other side. She is 
the loveliest lady I have ever seen.“ 

Mrs. Bertha Rogers, who had been Bertha 


Harmon, told her grandson the story of the 
miniature and added: 


“But that lovely girl 
is as old as I am now if she is still alive.” 
These last words made no impression on the 
small boy. His name was Frank John Rogers 
and he is the real hero of this story. Frank 
asked for possession.of the miniature and it 
was given to him. Unlike most small boys, he 
was not careless with his possessions. He tied 
a tiny ribbon to the miniature and placed it on 
his dresser. The most favored of his boy 
friends were allowed to look at it. 
“That lady is the one I’m going to marry 
when I’m a grownup man,” he told them. 
* 
Other Women Failed to Appeal. 
Grandmother Rogers tried to impress upon 
Frank that the original “ Lady of the Minia- 
ture,” as he called her, was old and wrinkled 
and no longer the smiling girl pictured in the 
miniature. But Frank refused to believe. He 
talked of Phebe as if she were a real girl. As 
he grew older other women failed to appeal to 
him. Unconsciously he compared them to the 
face in the miniature. Some girls were too 
frivolous and he knew the “ Lady of the Minia- 
ture” could be serious at times. Other girls 
were too solemn, and he knew the “Lady of the 
Miniature” had a sympathetic, laughing side. 


Each girl he met was compared to the picture 


of. the girl of long ago and each one failed, in 
‘his opinion, to equal her. 

When Frank Rogers went east to school the 
miniature went along. When asked who it was 
de never hesitated to say:

An appeal was taken to the governor. The 
governor refused to grant a stay. On the 
morning of June 23, desiring that be be given 
every possible opportunity for proving his in- 
nocence, Miss Cora Wilson, who conducted a 
fur store at 66 Wabash avenue, advanced the 
funds necessary to appeal the case to the Su- 
preme court. The goveioor then postponed 
the execution pending a review of the case by 
the higher court. The finding of the lower 
court was sustained and Hoch's execution set 
for Aug. 25.

ISS MONA LIMERICK, who, though 
born in India, is of Irish origin on 
both sides of her family, commenced 
her stage career ten yearsago. She 
wisely elected to serve an appren- 

ticeship in all branches of theatrical enter- 
prise, and she began by having a thorough 
grounding in melodramatic companies—an 
experience that she so far values that she 
now recommends the same initial training 
to all beginners.

WANT to tell you of an experience of 
mine—an impression indelibly stamped on 
my mind last year when I spent six months 


in England—simply as an onlooker ata . 


crucial moment. 
I arrived in London the night of the suf - 
‘fragist demonstration—after Mr. Asquith 
had ignored the bill he had promised to put 
through, and instead had given more suf- 
frage to men—an issue not asked for. 
This was then ien’s protest against their 
government whic. had led them for months 
quietly up a blind alley, and then laughed 
at them. 
I did not know this at the time, but the 
spectacle of that evening I shall long re- 
member—and I got at the root of facts as 
quickly as possible. 
Outside the Carlton, the- Haymarket, and 
‘Trafalgar Square were swarming with 
people thousands of women were marching, 
breaking windows, making speeches, and 
being arrested—so many, I believe, they had 
not room for all of them that night in the 
London jails. 
At supper that night—I shall never forget 
the sight—the Ritz restaurant crowded with 
the smartest people, jeweled and coroneted— 
and through the room the buzz of excite- 
ment—the vibration of a vital thing—which 
animated and made alive a scene which the 
night before had depended on its jewels and 
distinction for interest. 
_. Londoners—and the people of London—who 
are usually touched last by this sort of thing 
—were awake to the fact that something 
REAL had happened. 

The men and the women were reading 
from papers a list of names and one heard 
“excigamations like these: 

“ Why, Mrs. Martin is in Holloway.“ 

“Lady Sybil West was taken in 
S clock. 

And over the entire scene there was a feel- 
ing of something momentous. 

It made me think of many things that 
night. 

Personally, I could not remember a time 
when I did not know suffrage would be ac- 
womplished, and the idea that it had been 
eombated would be considered incompre- 
hensible—grotesque—like the Spanish inquisi- 
tion. 

People had asked me if I believed in suf- 
frage, and I remember I had said: 

“I believe in progress, and suffrage is a 
station on the way.” 

But this night in London I saw the cool, 
collected way these women went about 
their work; how, when they were arrested, 
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they spoke calmly, but with that deep note 
of conviction, to the crowds assembled how 
they asked questions of the crowd—not that 
they expected respectful replies, but that 
they might make some one think; how, when 
they were taken away in the Black Maria 
to jail they gave out explanatory pamphlets 
to the mob which followed. 


The great dynamo of power that seemed 
to vibrate through these crowds that night, 
the profound feeling they stirred and awak- 
ened in all classes of people, was tremendous; 
and I thought, why isit that this great thing, 
the greatest movement of women since the 
world began, a movement which could be 
considered heroic, picturesque, vital, thrill- 
ing, and as ecstatic as the Russian revolu- 
tion—why is it that here in England it is 
considered drab, ugly, and feeble? 

And then next morning I read the London 
papers and I understood better.

What had been tragic to me and to many 

had been made ridiculous or ignored. 

All the color was gone. 

Things the mob said—what the boy in the 
street called out—were printed, and the 
speeches of the women ignored. 

Then I saw all the nobleness of purpose and 
justice sapped out of this wonderful thing 
by what I shall call, for the lack of a clearer 
definition, the unimaginative Englishman— 
the type of Englishman who, from centu- 
ries of training, regards women as an ac- 


| eessory. Toward women these men have ab- 


solutely no imagination. 

Their attitude is one wholly of annoyance. 

Mind you, I recognize the other type of 
Englishman. | 

London has probably as brilliant a coterie 
of minds as there is in the world today. 

But they are the Bernard Shaws, the H. G. 
Wells, the Maxwells, and the Galsworthys. 

They are not the house of lords or the house 
of commons—they are not the government. 

These men are trying to remake the govern- 
ment. 

These men are trying to make the unimag- 
inative Englishmen see. 

For it is a strange fact that the brilliant 
men in England—the big exceptions—seem 
never to affect the general average—and I 
can only explain this by saying England’s 
patriarchal system proves stronger than her 
genius. 

And so this martyrdom—for it is martyrdom 
—is called self-advertisement, personal ex- 
ploitation. 

This great heartbreaking cry these women 
are making for justice is called hysteria. 

And if any of you think these same Eng- 
lishmen can be made to see anything through 
sympathy, through open mindedness—if you 
think these women are hurting the cause by 
using the only method which has ever 
brought success to any great reform—de- 
struction of property—the weapon with which 
men, and men and women together have 
always won their way to freedom—if you 
think these women should wait and argue 
another fifty years—if you think that these 
Englishmen will recognize the spiritual force 
behind this great cause—uniess they are 
made to— 

Then I want you to consider what blunders 
these unimaginative Englishmen have al- 
ways made, what crimes these unimaginative 
Englishmen can commit. 

I wish I could make you realize what these 
women in England are fighting against. 

It was this same type of unimaginative 
Englishman who. when the French had set 
her free, burned Joan of Arc at the stake.

The Harvard School of Playwriting Is Condemned. 


HE Boston Transcript indicates tts 
annoyance with Prof. George Pierce 
Baker and his Harvard playwrights in 
the following language: 

It is high time that these university 
playwrights, those who teach them, and all 
‘@eoncerned in the playwrighting side of Har- 
vard college should sit down to serious 
scrutiny of themselves and of the results 
ef the work of which the world interested in 
the American theater has heard so much 
and which not a few, without rather than 
within the college, have so loudly vaunted. 
Recall the quality of as much of this work 
as has come before the public or the semi- 
public eye in the years tn which playwriting 
has flourished at Harvard, been taugih¢ there, 
and stamped as a university product. Has 
u not tended to follow the rule o' thumb 
methods of the stage. as managers, players, 
audiences, and pedagogical critics cherish 


them, rether than the finer and the more 
courageous ways of the theater as a whole 
new generation of dramatists from Berlin 
to Boston practices them. Is it not per- 
meated with this procedure in dabs and 
jabs? Is it not always queerly shortbreathed 
and gasping? Does it not constantly resemble 
a succession of points.laid side by side that 
the playwrights cannot coördinate or com- 
bine into a coherent and advancing whole? 
Or else a succession of ideas, situations, per- 
sonages, that the playwrights half glimpse, 
helf expose, and are unable to develop? 
With all allowance for youth in these un- 
versity playwrights, are they not much more 
concerned, so far as their work discloses 
them, with effects in the theater and the 
making of them than wtih observation of life, 
study of character, the play of the imagina- 
making of them than with observation of life, 
tion over action, and artistic selection of the 
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Gossip of the Players.

Do they not try to imi- 
tate success and momentary convention in 
the theater instead of trying to discover and 
fight out a Way of their own with long pa- 
tience and long faith and the ideals of work 
and the intellectual and spiritual loyalties— 
they count even in the theater—that are the 
best thing a university can give those whom 
it teaches—the things that are not talked 
about but the things that determine the qual - 
ities of a man’s work?

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A Rembrandt and a Sketch 


REMBRANDT of fine quality has just 
arrived at Reinhardt’s gallery. It is 
a portrait of his sister, one which the 
great Dutch painter himself mentions 
with pleasure in a letter or two quoted 
in a recent biography. The picture is oval 
and life size, showing the head and shoulders 
of a young woman with curly golden red hair 
and the pink and white complexion which 
often accompanies it. She wears «a rich 
dark gown, finished with lace at the neck, 
and adorned with a heavy gold chain over 
the shoulders and bosom. : 

An intensely brilliant light falls on the 
vight side of the face, contrasting strongly 
with the deep shadow on the left. The mar- = 
velous clarity of light and shade, andthe | 8 
beautiful golden tone of the picture, are in ee eee. 
Rembrandt's best manner, and the charac-’ 
terization is singularly intimate and sympa- 
thela, even for him. 

dome French writer said recently that 
Rembrandt was the first feminist—the first 
man of genius, that ie—who frankly studied 
women, not as appendages or decorations, 
but as independent individuals, with charac- 
ters and wills of their own, quite on a level 
with men. The statement was a little care- 
less, for Holbein antedated Rembrandt, and 
the German master’s women were as strong- 
ly and as respectfully individualized as those 
of the Dutch master. 

The honor may perhaps be divided be- * 
tween them, and in this respect they were 
both more modern than any later painter 
or even than Rembrandt's contemporary, Ve-. 
lasques, who portrayed women far less in- 

‘timately than men. Franz Hale followed 
Rembrandt's example to e certain degree, but 
later masters—men like Rubens, Van Dyck, 
Murvillo, Herburg, Vermeer—began to con- 
vyentionalize the subject, while the French 
and English schools painted, not women, but 8 8 f N 
fine ladies in various degrees of decorative jes rate 8 
artificiality.

The present portrait is. thus e human docu- 
ment, ptesenting « rather handsome young 
woman ot sunny disposition and good intel- 

ligence, a pleasant, smiling, responsive com- 
panion, whom the painter evidently liked. 
The comparatively ‘smooth style places the 
work in Rembrandt's earlier mature period, 
end the mood ig joyous, not sombrely tragic, 
lke some of those old women of his later 
years. The picture seems to have remained in 
Holiand until 1851, when it was sold in the 
Nagell Van Ampsen collection. In 1868 it 
was included in the sale of the first half of 
the Demidoff collection, and a few months 
‘ago it brought $86,000 in the Carcano sale in 
Paris.

- Oally ‘buckled his wheel. It was removed, 
straightened up as well as possible, and was 
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after the car has been jacked up, and made 
secure to some point on the frame at the for 
‘ward end ot the timber, which becomes a 
skid. The wheel should be at least three 
or four inches off the ground, 80 as not to 
touch when a low spot is reached by the end 
of the skid. The wheel should be secured to 
the skid at each side, to prevent the wheel 
from turning and also to help support the 
car axle. When the wheel is prevented from 
turning in this manner the car can be driven 
by the other wheel, but the differential gear 
will be called upon to do all the work. It 
must also be remembered that the free wheel 
will rotate at double speed, so that it will 
be necessary to use a lower gear, not only be- 
cause of the increased speed to the free 
wheel but because of the increased drag on 


the other side, imposed by the contact of the 


skid with the ground. It is not often, how-

Daring the Rigors. 


A cardinal arises out of the 
thinned thicket, disturbed by 
a leaf rug@ling marauder, and 
alights on the lowest branch of 
a stripped red oak. He de- 
lights the eye an instant and, 
in a flash of flame, is gone. 

Whether against the green of 
full foliage or the penitential 
brown and yellow of November 
the flash of the cardinal is ex- 
otic in our woods; his place 
there is natural; his appear- 
ance exotic, more so than that 
of the scarlet tanager. 

The tanager subdues his 
radiance to Autumn sobriety 
but the cardinal maintains his 
colors and gives the eye even 
greater start in the brown 
months than he can in the 
green. His appearance never 
can be fitted in with the ex- 
pected. In equatorial forests 
such a flame would spring up 
unnoticed, but our woods are 
in plain green and brown jer- 
‘kins and such daring luxuriance 
is constantly strange even if 
frequently encountered. 

Even in the warmth of sum- 
mer the cardinal suggests a 
wanderer from friendlier lands, 
and when winter's warning is 
manifest on all outdoors he is 
alien, alien but at home. 

A mild winter will find him 
remaining in parts of the north. 
Extraordinarily daring or 
rugged birds of the migratory 
species will outdare the winter 
if it do not promise extreme 
rigors.

Automobile Sand Box. 7 

While automobile owners are experiment- 
ing with various kinds of tire chains and tire 
treads to prevent skidding and slipping on 
wet pavements, a manufacturer of automo- 
mile accessories has borrowed from the rall- 
roads the idea of sanding slippery rails and 
has brought out a sand box for automobiles, 
The sanding equipment consists of two metal 
sand boxes which look like tool boxes, to be 
attached to the running boards fust ahead of 


the rear wheels. The flow of sand through 
holes in the bottom is controlled by plungers 
operated by eleotro-magnets, so that when 
the driver touches a button on the steering 
wheel a mall stream of hard, kiln dried sand 
is sprinkled in the path of his driving wheels, 
Hnough sand for a season's driving can be 
carried in the two boxes, and the space below 
the slanting floor of the sand compartment 
has a door at the end so it can be used for 
tools.

Automobile. Speed Indicator. 


By placing an automobile’s speedometer 
on the rear of the car beside the license num- 
ber and making the figures large enough to 
be geen a block away, an Illinois inventor 
hopes to put an end to some of the troubles 
of the traffic policeman. The visible speed 
indicator which he has patented is built in 
the form of a metal box to be hung beside 
the license number where light from the 
tail lamp will shine upon it. The car's 
speed is indicated by three inch figures de- 
hind a sheet of plate glass on the face of 
the box. When the car’s speed reaches the 


twelve or fifteen mile speed limit set by law, 
a bell rings on the dash to notify the driver 
that he is running too fast. At the same 
time a record of the maximum speed is kept 
on a paper disc operated by clockwork in- 
side the speed indicator so that car owners 
may keep a check upon their chauffeurs and 
have reliable evidence in case of arrest for 
speeding. Under ordinary circumstances the 
speedometer is locked and the key ds kept 
by the police. If the driver wishes to throw 
it out of commission he pulls down a knob 
which blocks the mechanism and shows a 
red sign in place of the figures to tell the 
police that the speed indicator is not work- 
ing. The device is operated by a centrifugal 
governor connected by flexible shafting to a 
sprocket on one of the rear hubs.

resort to conservation of moisture to insure 
acrop. Some idea of the work is conveyed 
in the report of dry land agriculture investi- 
gations contained in the 1912 year book of the 
department of agriculture. 


Dry Farming on Great Plains. 

For the last thirty years,“ says the report, 
„there has been an ever increasing interest 
in the agricultural development of the fertile 
plains extending from the base of the Rocky 
mountains eastward for an average distance 
of about 300 miles, and from the Canadian 
boundary on the north to the gulf of Mexico 
on the south. This area is known asthe great 
plains. It is in this area that dry farming 
has reached its most extensive, if not its 
highest, development. 

The term dry farming is one that has 
come into general use to meet the need of a 

descriptive name for that type of farming 
which has been developed without irrigation 
in semi-arid regions where irrigation is de- 
sirable but not practicable. 

Prior to the year 1906 the department had 
carried on various lines of investigations in 
this area, dealing with some of the more im- 
portant specific agricultural problems, such 
as grain and forage crop investigations, but 
by this time it had become evident that if the 
agricultural problems which the settlers and 
home builders had to meet were to be solved 
there must be a much more comprehensive 
plan of investigation devised. 

* * 
Bureau's Fundamental Objects. 

„ To meet this need the office of dry land 
agriculture was organized and placed in 
charge of a man who had long experience in 
this region both as a practical farmer and 
as an investigator at one of the state ex- 
periment stations. In the organization and 
development of the work the following ob- 
jects were recognized as fundamental: 

‘To establish and maintain close personal 
contact with the actual settlers and their 
problems and to work out these problems 
under the same soil and climatic environ- 
ment es that surrounding the settlers. 

“To establish a sufficient number of field 
stations, so distributed as fairly to represent 
the area as a whole. 

„ To have these stations established on s 
permanent basis so that the work would con- 


tinue uninterruptedly through a long series 
of years. as 


To have the work at all the stations so 
thoroughly coirdinated that results obtained 
at each would be comparable with that of all 
the others. 

“To enlist the active codperation of the 
state experiment stations and of the various 
bureaus and offices of the department, of 
state, county, and municipal organizations, 
and of practical farmers along all lines of 
investigation having a bearing upon dry 
land farming. 

With these considerations constantly in 
mind the work of the office of dry land agri- 
culture has rapidly developed in the last six 
years until it now has under actual operation 
or in process of development six fully 
equipped fleld stations under its own finan- 
cial and administrative control, and provides 
field and laboratory facilities for many co- 
operating investigators.

Cheap New York Farms. 

Milwaukee, WIs. [Forward to the Land. ]— 
For some I have been interested in the op- 
portunities which I understand New York 
state offers in the way of buying farms al- 
ready improved at comparatively cheap 
prices. Can you tell me about such oppor- 
tunities in Oswego county? What is the 
cost of some of these farms, etc.? E. D. W. 

The New York state department of agri- 
culture, which is one of the most progressive 
institutions of the kind in the country, has 
taken stock of the advantages which the 
farms of its state offers to the homeseeker 
by reason of nearness to the great markets 
of the east, etc. It has compiled this infor- 
mation into a booklet describing each county 
and containing a list of representative farms 
for sale or rent in the state, classified accord- 
ing to counties. From this booklet the fol- 
lowing description of Oswego county: is 
taken: 

Area, 962 square miles; population, 71,604; 
annual precipitation, 41.36 inches; annual 
mean temperature, 47.8 degrees; county seat, 
Oswego; number of farms, 6,319. 

This county is located at the east end of 
Lake Ontario, Oneida lake and Oneida river 
forming the southern boundary. It is inter- 
sected by the Oswego and Salmon rivers. 

The surface features along Lake Ontario 
are comparatively level, with a soil consist- 
ing of a gravelly loam. Farther back in the 
region drained by the Oswego river the soil 
is mostly clay loam. The surface is undulat- 
ing in the eastern part of the county and the 
soil is a gravelly loam with scattered beds of 
muck. In the southern part the surface is 
rolling, declining to a flat, level tract in the 
region of Oneida lake, the soil being sandy 
but fertile.

A book on Alabama published by the state 
department of agriculture and industries 
says in part about Butler county, in which 
the town of Bolling is located: 

Butler county lies in the south center of 
the state and has an area of 782 square miles. 
Farming land can be purchased at from 8 
to $10 an acre. Of course, choice farms or 
places near Greenville will cost more. 

The principal products are cotton, corn, 
and other farm products, with timber and 
lumber. The advantages for raising stock 
are good, as the soll is well adapted to raising 
Bermuda and other grasses. The entire 
county is well watered. No portion ever auf- 
fers for want of water, even in the driest 
seasons. 

The soll of the county is varied. The 
northwestern portion is a black prairie; other 
portion is red loam, which is productive. Tke 
southern portion is a wild grass country 
which is capable of high development. This 
southern and central portion lies well, has a 
clay subsoil, is well watered. and is capable 
of indefinite improvement. Much of it pro- 
duces a bale of cotton to the acre readily, 
where skillfully cultivated. 


“The soll is adapted to cotton, corn, pea, 
and hay crops, sugar cane and trucking. Some 
of the finest sirup possible is produced an- 
nually in Butler county; in fact, great quanti- 
ties of it. Orchards, such as peaches, pears, 
apples, and grapes do splendidly in this 
county. There are a number of strawberry 
farms in the county that pay handsomely. 
Truck gardening has developed phenomenally 
in the last four or five years. .
